As to this 
point, the examiner respectfully disagreed as the to "high-level" concept as being novel and subsequently suggested 
incorporation of encryption details from applicant's co-pending application 09/491,959. With respect to the rejection 
under 1 12 1st , the examiner noted that it was unclear from the specification as originally filed if both the set-top box 
and the PDA are necessarily engaged in filtering. Accordingly, the examiner suggested that the removal of the filtering 
by the PDA from the first portion of the claim would overcome the rejection. With respect to the drawing objections 
failing to illustrate certain claimed subject matter, while such subject matter does not appear to be particularly 
illustrated, the written description is adequate and as such the objections noted in the Final rejection shall be withdrawn 
pending a subsequent reply .
